A Hundred Portable Houses to be Put up 
at Johnstown. 

Jountown, Pa., duce 17.—A largely in- 
creased force of men was at work in the ruins 
to day and new men are coming in from every 
direction. General Hasting says about 5,500 
men are now at work. Deafening blasts oi 
dynamite are heard at short intervals, and a 
noticeable impression is being made on the 
debris above Stone bridge. Four Philadel- 
phia fire engines arrived here last night and 
to day are pumping out the pond and founda- 
tions. The engines are manned by a strong 
force aud they are doing much valuable work.

In direct conjunction with this move at 
building up the ruined city, General Hastings 
has purchased an immense quantity of lumber 
and will next Tuesday commence building 
shanty stores for those who will set up in busi- 
ness again. Overone hundred have already 
made application.

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The Ravages in Kansas. 

Sr. Lovrs, June 17.—Advices about the dis- 
aster In Kansas from wind and rain storms are 
that Uniontown, abont fifteen miles west of 
Fort Scott, on the Wichita &nd Western rail- 
way, Was swept away and that two women 
and four children were drowned. 

Uniontown, which is a place of six hundred 
inhabitants, isin the midst,of a thickly set- 
tled country, and it is feared that the loss of 
life iseven heavier than reported. As the 
wires are down for fifteen miles on either side 
nothing definite can be learned. The storm 
struck the western part of Bourbon county 
late at night, coming from the west, where it 
had played great havoc. 

At Augusta it assumed the form of a cloud- 
burst, and though everything possible has been 
done to obtain details by railroads, all is un- 
certain at present. 

At Fort Scott it commenced raining about 7 
o'clock Sunday morning. Old resident say it 
was the hardest rain in the city for years. The 
water commenced rising in Buck run at 8 
o’clock in the morning. 

Lamb and Meads’ ice dam, on Sixth street, 
burst about 10 a.m., causing water in Buck 
Kun toriseat the rate of about three fect an 
hour, carrying away several houses and the 
biid:e across Sixth street. 

Part of Fort Scott, known as Belltown, is 
entirely under water. This was caused by the 
overfiow from Marmaton river. The people 
were taken out with boats. “Several bridges 
were washed out and trains were stopped on 
both sides of Fort Scott. The Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Dakota track %# under water for 
about nine miles out. The Memphis road is 
badly damaged for about 1,000 feet, ten miles 
north of Fort Scott. All people in the bottom 
in east Fort Scott have moved hy it. Aft last 
accounts the water had stopped rising, and il 
no more rain falls the flood will rapidly sv bside, 
K very etfort is being made to obtain 
tion from | niontown. 

A Galein Virginia 

MARTINSBURG, W. Va., June 17.—A heavy 
storm passed sdichyag the southwest part of 
LBerkele y county last night. <A terrific gale of 
wind, that did gr reat damag re, was followed by 
a terrible thunder storm. This was followed 
by a heavy hailstorm that added ‘greatly to 
the destructiveness. Hail stones lay in some 
places three or four inches deep. Crops and 
trees are ruined, live stock was badly bruised, 
and in some instances killed. Several houses 
and barns were wrecked by the wind. No 
loss of life has yet been reported. 

Storms in Germany. 

BERLIN, June 17.—Severe hail storms pre- 
vailed to-day in many parts of Germany, in- 
terfering greatly with railway trafiic. While 
a@ procession was passing through the streets of 
a Sicilian town five of the paraders were struck 
by lightning and killed. JForty others re- 
ceived severe shocks. 

A Noted Horsebreeder Dead, 

LEXINGTON, Ky., June 17.,—General William 
T. Withers, aged 64 years, proprietor of the 
celebrated Fairlawn farm and breederof noted 
trotting horses, died at his home here yesterday 
from the effects of wounds received in the 
Mexican war. He wasanative Kentuckian, 
but moved to Mississippi in 1851, where he re- 
mained till 1871, when he came here and com- 
menced breeding horses. He was the firs 
man in Kentucky to pay $25,000 for a trotting 
stallion, he paying that amount for Almont. 
Ile served through the war of the rebellion on 
the confederate side, and was wounded by a 
shell while in command of land batteries at 
Vicksburg

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GENERAL SEVIER'S REMAINS 


The Governor of Tennessee on the Way to 
Knoxvilie With Them 

MosTGomery, Ala., June 17.—Governor 
Taylor, of Tennessee, and staff and legislative 
committee, who came to remove the remains 
of General John Sevier to Knoxville, per- 
formed their solemn and important mission 
to-day. Early this morning a salute to Gov- 
ernor Taylor and his party was fired by the 
Montgomery Field Artillery. The party was 
escorted to the depot by a imulitary 
com pany. and they were accom- 
panied to the grave by the military, Governor 
Seay and staff and distinguished jndicial and 
official guests and a large num- 
ber of private citizens. They left the 
city at 8:45 _ o'clock on a  snecial 
train and went over the Western railroad to 
Cow loes’s station, thirty miles east of this city. 
There the party left the train and proceeded 
on foot to the grave, which was located about 
half a mile off in a cotton field under cultiva- 
tion. 

Arrived at the grave, the ceremonies were 
inaugurate “ by Governor Seay, who ina 
touching : appropriate speech, delivered 
the | sacred dust to the governor of Tennessee.

JRUNSWICK, Ga., June 17.—[Special.]—The 
opening day of the encampment has been 
dainp, rain having fallen at intervals during 
the day.

LIKE T HE UN qT ED SI STATES, 


France is Ashamed of Her Antiquated }War 
Vessels. 

Paris, June 17.-—In the chamber of deputies 
today, Vice-Admiral De Dompierse Ly’ Horney 
declared that the men-of-war now possessed 
by France wereof an antiquated type and 
ought to be replaced by new vessels, which 
would equal in number and strength the 
united ileets of Germany and Italy. Only in 
this way would France * able to retain her 
rank of the second naval power ofthe world. 
He moved the appointment of a committee to 
inquire into the condition of the navy. 

Admiral Krantz, minister of marine, reply- 
ing, said that w ith the present credits it was 
impossible to increase the number of workmen 
employed at the arsenals, The government’s 
contracts with private firms might, however, 
be increased. This would involve an outlay 
of 50,000,000 francs. This amount could be 
spread over five budgets. The admiralty, he 
said, was now effecting improvements in old 
men-of-war and torpedo boats. Chevelotte 
insists upon the necessity of reform in naval 
matters. The debate was then adjourned.

Rome, June i7.—The Catholic societies of 
Rome intend asking the municipality for per 
mission to erect a monument to the apostle of 
Rome, St. Phil lip Neri, the founder o # _the 
society of Oratorians, of which Cardinal New- 
manis a member.

BERLIN, June 17.—The Post says that per- 
sons familiar with the political situation don’t 
share in the pessimistic views generally enter- 
tained regarding the probable tension between 
Russia and Germany in the event of the czar’s 
returnipg Emperor William’s visit anywhere 
in Germany except Berlin. The paper adds 
that all interstate requirements will be fully

Compulsory education is now on trial in 
several states, and its introduction is threat- 
ened in others. 

It cannot be sald that the experiment has 
worked successfully thus far, but its advo- 
Cates, instead of turning back, are reso- 
lutely going forward with the evident de- 
termination to go to the extreme limit. 

The other day Mr. Edward Bellamy read 
an essay before the Nationalist club in Bos- 
ton, in which he appealed to the state to 
deliver the children from the taskmasters 
and turn them over to the schoolmasters. 
He demanded a law raising the age of com- 
puisory education to seventeen years, ex- 
temding the school year to thirty-five 
weeks, and providing for the support of 
children whose parents were too poor to feed 
and clothe them while they were at school. 
He argued that the poverty or negligence of 
A parent Was no reason why a child should 
be condemned to a life-long serfdom of ig- 
norance, and concluded by sraying: ‘The 
duty a parent cannot or will not do toward 
his chiid the state must do.” 

This is about as radical a way of putting 
itas we have yet seen, But startling as 
Mr. Bellamy’s plan may at first appear, it 
would not be safe to saythat it will not be 
tried in this country. The Boston Herald 
pays that this system is already in practical 
and successful operation in Paris, and with 
sucha precedent to encourage them it is 
more than probable that it will be tried 
somewhere in this country. 

Ana yet one cannot help wondering how 
far this isto go. Are we not in danger of 
adopting extreme and unwise systems of 
public education—systems running into pa 
ternalism and socialism on the part of the 
state-—-systerns that will strike down the 
liberty of the citizen and strip him of a 
portion of his earnings because he claims 
the right to contro! his child and educate 
him in accordance with his circumstances? 
There is a reasonable and a safe middle 
path in public education, and it will. be 
doubtful policy to go outside of it. Weare 
not ready for compulsory education, and the 
masses of our people never will be ready for 
a systein which compels them to board and 
clothe the children of the poor and _ thrift- 
less during a school year of thirty-five 
weeks, 

Mr. Bellamy’s educational ideas are as 
visionary as the governmental and social re- 
forms so elaborately set forth in his re- 
markable book, *‘Locking Backward.’’ It 
is tine to send these airy theorists to the 
rear. 

Democratic “Progress.”’ 

_ An esteemed democratic exchange, join- 
ing inthe discussion in regard to party 
union and harmony, refers to the platform 
of 1hS4. That platform, it declares, was 
unobjectionable and thoroughly represented 
the ideas of not only the demccratic masses, 
but thousands of conservative and patriotic 
republicans who aided in making the demo- 
cratic victory complete. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the plat- 
form was unobjectionable and thata great 
victory was won onit, our democratic con- 
temporary is of the opinion that it would 
never do to reaflirm the principles therein 
set forth. The platform has served its pur- 
pose. It is old fogyish, whereas the demo- 
cratic party, in order to win, must be pro- 
gressive——must keep abreast of the times. 

These are some of the arguments offered 
by our contemporary to show why the Chi- 
cago platform should not be reaflirmed and 
readopted. And they are very queer argu- 
ments tocome from a democratic source. 
We can afford to smile when the republi- 
cans allude to democrats as bourbons, but 
when a democratic journal says that the 
party ouglit to be progressive enough to 
turn its back on a declaration of principles 
that gave it control of the government, the 
Matter becomes somewhat serious, 

To our wind, the principles set forth by 
Thomas Jefferson are as new and as im- 
portant as they were a century ago. The 
democratic creed is a very simple one, and 
if there is any progress to be made it should 
be on the part of people who do not believe 
in that creed. They can progress by be- 
coming converts to democratic doctrine. 

On the other hand, there are 
who would do well to call a halt to their 

“progress’’ and study democracy as it was 
get forth by the father of the party.

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PROFESSOR FLOYD CALLED 


TO TAKE CHARGE OF THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS OF JIONTGOMERY. 


Atlantato Lose One of Her Best Teachers, 
and Montgomery to Gain a First-Class 
Superintendent. 

wigtetts omeny, Ala., June 17—[Special.] - 
Tie board of school commissioners has recom- 
mended Professor Charles L. Floyd, of At- 
lanta, to be superintendent of the pnbiic 
schools of Montgomery. The action of the 
board will have to he confirmed by the city 
council, which meets tonight, but will proba- 
bly not take act tion on this qi uestion at to- 
night’s meeting. 

THE NOMINATION CONFIRMED. 

The city council to-night confirmed the ac- 
tion of the board of examiners, and unani- 
mously electnd Professor Floyd superintend- 
ent of the city schools. The superintendent's 
salary is $2,000 perannum. The election is 
for two years. 

There were forty-seven applicants from 
twenty different states. 

Charles L. Floyd was born in Monroe county, 
Ga. His early education was under Mr. Scott 
and Professor Lambdin, two eminent teachers. 
At Gordon institute he won distinction in the 
school, for which he was given a scholarship 
in the State universit y- In the unive rsiiy Mr. 
Flody stood well in his classes. After leav- 
ing college he taught school in Culloden 
fortwo years. Mr. Floyd, in 1881, taught 
mathematics, Latin and Gree k in Means’s 
high school of Atlanta. In 1883 he was elected 
p rine ipal of Crew street sc hool: with 500 pu- 
pils, and seven assistant teachers. Since that 
time Mr. Floyd has filled this responsible posi- 
tion with the greatest credit to himself, and 
has often been complimented by the board of 
education. 

The retiremént of Mr. Floyd from service in 
Atlanta is regarded as acalamity. His record 
is first-class in every particular, and many of 
the most prominent citizens have been his pu- 
pils: The public schools of Montgomery, un- 
der his management, will be brought ht up toa 
high grade. 

Mr. Floyd some years ago married Miss Rosa 
Bowie, daughter of Colonel] John A. Bowie. 
Mrs. Floyd is now a teacher in the Girls’ High 
school, Her excellence as a teacher may be 
judged from the fact that, though married 
ladies are ineligible to teach in the Atlanta 
public schools, yet an exception was made in 
her favor. Mrs. Floydisalady who will be 
an acquisition to the society of Montgomery. 

The public school system of Montgom ery 
consists of a boys’ high school, a girls’ high 
school and six grammar schools, of eight 
grades, with an attendance of about 2,500 
children. Ata late hour last night Mr. Floyd 
received the following telegram :
